from a ſenſe of the want of 
that the Soul prays for; which 
fenſe no Man can give him- 
ſelf; it is the Spirit of God 
alone : And to thoſe this Spi- 
rit of Prayer is given, a 
in ſome meaſure obey the 
Spirit, turning at its Reproof 
from ' the Evil, and that 
which is reproveable in the 
ſight of God ; and this is 
the true reaſon why ſo ma- 
ny miſs in this great Duty ; 
they Pray amiſs, having nor 
ſenſe of what they pray 
or. 

I ſay, true Prayer is not 
only Words, . the beſt of 
Words; for the Eflence and 
Life of -Prayer, is that di 
vine {caſe which 1s received 
through 
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through the Preparation of 
the Heart by the Spirit of 
God; and it is this fort of 
Prayer I recommend. in - this 
ſhort Diſcourſe ; and it People 
would be fo ſerious and kind 
to themſelves, as to conſider 
how little they - receive of 
that they ask for, and how 
much they are daily found in 
a Contradiftion to their own 
Prayers, they would. caſjly 
ſee how much they are out of 
the right way 'of true Pray» 
er, Our Lord commanded 
Watch and Pray ; therefore 
they that would Pray aright, 
muſt Watch, they that Watch 
muſt Wait : And what muſt 
they wait for? That Gad 
would pleaſe by his Spirit to
